Pts is all the Tribute we can pay to Heaven, 


and 'tis ſo eaſie a return for our Beings, and the many 

Comtorts we receive from thence,that he 1s very incx- 
cuſ:ble and unworthy the Mercies he receives, who is back- 
ward in ſo eaſie an acknowledgment : hence the whole World 
has ever look'd. cn it as the ſecureſt way for continuing their 
preſent and procuring new Bleſſ.ngs, to own God to be the 
Author of them, and to expreſs thcir gratitude in Hymns and 


Sacrifices andin other Atts of Dzvotion and Thankſgiving, CE 


appears not only from the Pcople of God in the Old Teftament, 
bur 1ikewiſe from the . yet remaining Devotions of the Anct- 
<ent Heathen, 
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This Pſalm is a ſolemn form uſed by the Few/ſh Church on- 
fxch occaſions: *Tis not material ro Explain to you- the firſt 
occaſion of its being made; it ſufficiently appears from my 
Text ( Which is the IntroduQion to it, ) that it was deſigned 
28 ſolemn return of Prai'e to God for Redecming the /ſraelites 
from Captivity, for delivering them from their Enemies, and 
bringing them back to their own Country, whence they had 
bin driven by Violence. and. Oppreſſion-ver: 39, 40. 

Now this is-ſo exactly our cafe, and the deſign of our pre- 
ſent appearing in this place, that I think there'is no more in- 
cumbent on me then to-endeavour to-beget in you a cue. ſenſe 
of it, and toſlir you up to an hearty. acknowledgment of Godg 


preſent Mercys to us; andI promiſe my ſeit ſome ſucceſs in this 


undertaking, and that the conſideration of the following parti-. 


 culars willmake the ſame impreſſion onevery body concerned, 


as it hath done on me. 

Firſt, Therefore let us conſider our Deliverance. 

And Secondly. The Retwrns we are obliged to make for it.

HI. On the Miraculous concurrence of Providences for our 
deliverance , in breaking this Deſign fo deeply laid and 'vigo- 
rouſly proſecuted. OS. 

You «I have ſuffered ſo much by this Deſign, and the 
m:mory of your Dangers and Deliverance from it isſo ireſh be- 
tore yu, that Incced not trouble you with the particulars 
ofit; *T'was in ſhort to deſiroy you and your Reltgion,x .and 


epſlave all Farope under the -Tyrany of the French King. ju. —- 
———T Theceth etchisdefign appears. 1ſt trom the lengilyol time, 
'  Wherein it has been torming and carrying on, Sume,' and! nor

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without reaſon, date it ſrom the very begining of the Refor: 
mation; ſome from the Reſtauration of the Royal Family, and 


_ ſome from the Pyrenean Peace; but as it immediatly concerns 


theſe Kingdoms, we can trace it by many Foot ſteps from the 


' year 1670, fince which time not only we, but ail Exrope have 


Groaned under the faral effe&s of ir : As to this Kingdom of 
Ireland, we find a Schem of it laid down at large in a Paper 
formerly found in the Earl of Zyrconne//s Houſe; Take Cellone! 
Talbot, dated Fuly 1671, ſuppoſed to be drawn.up by his Bro- 

ther Peter Talbot then Titular Archbiſhop of Dat!iv, and ac- 
cidentaly dropt abour that time ; ſeveral Copics of which have 


for many years been in Proteſtants hands.In this Paper are Pro. 


poſed, the modeling the Army, the admitting Papiſts into Cor« 
porations. The bringing them to ſerve in Civil and Military Im- 
ploy ments, and the raiſing a vaſt Army of them to be Trant- 
ported into Eyg/ard on occaſion. 

One particular in this Paper is remarkable, Tis. in "theſe 
words; The Toleration of the Roman Catholick Religion in E ng- 
land being granted, and the inſelency of the Hollanders rake 
down, a Confederacy with France, which can t#nfluence England, 
as Scotland can alſo, will together by Gods blejſing make his Ma- 
jeſtys Monarchy abſolute and real: Where we ice that the defign 
was to make the King abſolute, and the means propoſed : To. 
leration of Popery, a War with 77o/and and a League with 
France, all which were at that time put in practice and haye 
been protecured vigorouſly to this Day. 

But 2ly. We ſhall better underſ! ind the depth of this 


defign againſt us, if werefle& on the Power, Policy, and Num- 


ber of the Perſons engaged. The Power arid Money of France, 
the cunning ana craft of the Jeſuits, the numerous and bigot- 
red Roman C lecgy, the wealth and Arms of England, were all -

Papiſts of Telaxd Were to be Armed and let looſe 
upun us: The common Fnemy of Chriſtians the

of managing Wars. by univerſal {laughrers, kavock, and burr _ 
ings brouphe into praQice by the more Unchriſtian French: and 
to Crown their defign for the generalSlavery and Deſolation of 
Europe, Proteſtants were cajoled, bribed or compelled tO fight 
againſt, perſecute and devour one another. All which mighr be 
proved by undeniable inftances, it this Sermon .were. defigned 
for a Hiſtory. Ye TED LE Ee 
But 3cly. We may havea further Idea of the depth of- this 
contrivance from vw hich God has hitherto delivered us, ib we 
conſider the methods uſed for eftcAing it: Had it been hatched 
in Hellit coud.not have been more a Myſtery of Iniquiry then. 
it was; more Black and Villanous means coud not have bin aÞ: 
plied ro bring it to pertcition, _ ” 
For iſt. We find Wicked and Treacherous Leagues and 
Conſpiracicsentred into in order to carry it on: One of which 
is more eſpecially Notorious and Remarkable tor its folly and 
{falſhood; A League ſo contrary to all ſence as well as faith; that 
the preat Princes concerned in it are yet aſhamed to own it; a 
League fo miſchievous to Europe in general, and ſo deſtructive 
ro Expland in particular, that ic has brought them to the very 
brink of deſiruction: and it is only Gqds miraculous providence 
That cou!g, cr yet can prelerve them: A Leapue that broke the | 
_ Ballance of Eurgpe, ſocareſully preſerved by our wiſe Fore: 
fathcrs, and by thar means has advanced © one by depreſling 
and finkmy all the reit. This is that fatal Confederacy with 
France, propoſed in the forementicned Paper: T hele are the 
E#GITEMENTS ef F riendſhip and Alliance.

A ſecond method of carrying on of this Conſpiracy to 
Ruin us, was by corrupting Miniſters, by granting large Pen- 
fions and multiplying Bribes.. T wiſh this means of promoting 
this wicked deſign had ſtopped at Miniſters, and that the ho- 
nour ot Princes had ſet them above the ſuſpicion of taking 
Bribes, for: we are willing to think that it ſhoud be below the 
Myelity of a Crowned head to turn Penf:oner, or to ſell his. 
Crown or People for Lewis d Ors 

A 3d. means for carrying on this Contrivance againſt us, 
was Murthcring and Poyſoning, anart too much practiſed of 
late in ſome Courts: and 'tis obſervable that wherever the 
life of a Proteſtant ſtands between a Papiff and an Inheritance, 
it iS 6f no long continuance, nor doth any Prince begin to ap- 
pear Vigorous or terrible to France, but he is in danger to be 
raker off inthe prime of his ape, and that not vi hour ſuſpicion 
of foutplav: witneſs Prince* Lewis | of Brandenburgh and the 
Dukc of Lorraty. There is much Gold in France, and there are 
every where wicked men ready to be bribed ro do any thing; 
_ and *ris not fupboſed of ſome that they fcruple much to make 
the experiment what it isable to, do. 
Bur 4zh/y Where they coud not Murther Proteffant Princes, 
(it is hard to fay where they have not attempted it, ) they en- 
_ ceavour to _detear them of -their-Suceeflion; We all are fariſ- oo 
fed rhar this was the only womb that conceived a Prince of 
Wales tor us; and gave him aBirth. There was an attempt” of 
——_— mn the 
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the fame kind in the days ot Queen Mary, which did not ſuc: 


ceed to their mind, but time and experience make men wiler- 
hence it is that the contrivance that proved abortive then, did 
with us come to perfection; but in ſuch a manner that art the 
ſame rate (if allowed,) we might be ſure never to fail of an Heir 
to defeat a Prote/lant Succeſſor. SMT OR or 
A 5th means of promoting this deſign was by calling the 


Turk into Europe, and by ſupporting that common Enemy of 


Chriſtianity tothe ruin of thoſe that proteſs the holy name of 


Chriſt. And theFrenchKing, that he might embroil Chriſten. 


dom by Sea as well as by Land, has made his Pride ſtoop to 
his intereſt, and condeſcended to buy a Peace with the 
Algerines, Covenanting with them, ro afliſt them in 
their Piracics and their enſlaving Chriſtians. A man and his de. 
ſigns arc known by his friends and contederates:Now the French 
King's Allies are the Baudz7i of _/aly, the Pirates of Algiers, 
the Turks and Tartars of Afa, and the Tories of Ireland: What 
a mercy of God is it, to giveusa Deliverance from the Con: 
piracy and deſigns of fuch Monſters. 

"The depth of this deſign appears ſrom a ſixth method uſed 
to effect it, and that was to ſtir up and animate one party of 
Proteſtants to bite and devour another. *'Tis not bare difle- 
rence of Opinion that makes men ot different Secs, ſo ſtrange 
and unſociable to one another, as we commonly oblerye them 


to be; butthcir {rangeneſs and enmity proceeds either from in- 


rereſt or jrom fome peculiar Principle that obliges them to per-/ 

ſecute and deitroy all that differ from them, tho in atrifle: 
where neither of theſe happen, or where men of different opi- 
nions are notencouraped or ſuffered to hurt one another, we 
ſee they live very ealily and lovingly together, of which Zelland 
iS an undeniable inſtance, and likewiſe this City under our late 


common ſufferings, in which the generality of Proteſtants not > - 
— withſtanding their difference in Judgment lived with much 


mutual confidence and friendſhip: but it is a Principle of the 
BY TE, Y  Romar 
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Roman Church, thatevery Prince is obliged to root out and der 
ſiroy all Zerericks out of his Dominions, and that under no lefs 


_ a penalty then depoſition. This is required of Princes by the 


Councils of Lateran and Conſtance, and all Popiſh ſtates and - 
Princes have been ſo true to it in their practice, that'T do nor 
remember that there has been, nor believe that there is at this 
preſent, any Prince or Stateot that perſwaſion who doth Tole- 
rate any Religion beſtJes their own in their Country,where they 
are able to ſuppreſs.it with ſafety ro themſelves: and they have 
generally been fo eager uponir, that many haveattempred it to 
their own deſtruction. No wonder therefore if their perſons and 
Religion be very odiqus to men of different per{waſions, ſince ©- 
very body naturally hates one that 15. always ready to do him a 
miſchief. But I wiſh thar they had kept this Principle to them- 
ſelves, and not induſiriouſly fowed it amongſt Proteftantr, a- 
mong whom they firſt by their Emiſſiries ſow falſe DoQtrines 
and raiſe/Schiſms, and then ſet up others to perſecute and de- 
ſiroy thoſe whom they themſelves have ſeduced. And when 
they have prevailed with one party to bate, worry, and exaſpe- 
rate another tothe height,they then take them off tor a time, 


/ put the Rods and Axes into the hands of the oppreſſed, and 
whiiſt they yetſmartunder their fufferings,- they ſtir them up 


and encourage them to revenge themſelves on their perſecutors. 

By which arts they make the breach irreconciiable and the dif- 

ference tho inconſ:derable in it felt, to become the ground of an 
eternal Schiſm and Feud between the parties whom they have 
thus daſhed againſt one another. 

We all know that theſe were the methods uſed to ſer-us to- 
gether by.the ears ever ſince the Reformation; and inthe two 
Jait Reigns twas parriceularly obſervable that Toleration and 
Perſecution -ſucceeded one another by turns, and were timed 


_ uſt as theyſerved- moſt eftcEtually._ to fer People a madding — "KW 


gainſt oneanother. One day the Laws mult all be put in exe- 


cution, and nong mull be n tavourite, that w oud not be forward 


; C0, 


ro execute them; the next day the, perſecution muſt not onlybe * 
ſtopped, but the inſtruments ol it expoſed to the revenge of 
thoſe they had exaſperated, and forced to take their turn in ſut- 
fering, by the Aftions and Law ſuitsOf ſuch as they had wrong- 
ed. Thus the common -Conſpitators ag?init our Peace, Liberty, 
and Religion, blew the coalsand kindied a flame amongſt us that 
was like to devour us all: and cis Gods preat mercy that we 
have eſcaped ir. Theſe are a few of thoſe conſiderations which: 
"might be offercd to ſhew the depth of this deſign, from which 


our good God has graciouſly redeemed us. |
